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AN ARMY OFFICER WHO WAS TO SHOOT 
THE CZAR OF RUSSIA. 


A Sensational Story From St. Petersburg 
The Officer Makes a Fall Confession 
An Eneounter Between German and 
Russian Officers on the Prussian Border— 
Movements of Russian Troops Toward 
the Austrian Frontier—Foreign News. 


Lonpon, January 30.—The St. James Gazette 
says it has authentic advices from St. Peters- 
burg that an army officer who had been shot in 
the region of the heart was taken tothe hos- 
pital, where the doctors decisred that his 
wound was mortal. The officer thereupon ad- 
mitted that he had shot himself in order to 


| avoid the necessity ot shooting the Czar. He 


said he was a member of a secret cociety 
which had balloted to decide who should un- 
‘dertake to assassinate the Czar, and the choice 
had fallen upon him. Several persons in the 
‘hospital who overheard part ef the confession 
‘were immediately arrested. Two physicians, 
who were present on duty, were liberated. 
The full confession of the officer was taken in 
writing by the authorities.

A BRUSH WITH RUSSIANS. 

BERLIN, January 80.—Testerday while several 
Russian soldiers were fishing in a stream near 
the Prussian border, they crossed the frontier. 
On being ordered to recross the line by two 
Prussian gendarmes, they refused to do so, 
and fired at the Prussians, wounding one of 
them slightly.

THE EX-CHAMPION SCULLER TELLS HOW 
HIS BACK GAVE OUT. 


The Pain Which Is Ever Present Is Ac- 
counted For onthe Theory of an ‘‘Elon- 
gated” Tendon—What St. John Intends 
to Do—The Reason Why President Stearns 
Resigned From the Detroit Presidency—A 
Chat With Carkeek—Sporting News and 
Notes.
